the deed made out and delivered ' than 
the son began a series of petty pcr.seou- 
tiona against hia father, coinpelliug 
him to perform duties about the farm, 
overtaxing his strengb; excluding him 
the family table, and dealing out to 
him in a)ging^}y manner . eustenaace 
hardly sufficient to keep soul and body 
toKethfcr These acts of cruelty were 
carried to such an extent that ihe 
broken-hearted father was com])ellcd 
to leave the roof which ho liiiusolf had 
erected and throw himself upon the 

' eharity of the world — at one time, we 
belived, becoming an inmate of the 
OOuiity poor house. Things went on this 
%B,y for some years, tlie son uppra-eutly 
prospering and accuiuulatiujj; quite a 
large share of this worhTri goods. He 
became suspected of poveral acts of dis- 
honesty in dealing with his neighbours 
and lost ao opportunity to enrich him- 
•elf at the oxpenso of others. To such 
an extent did he carry his parsimonious 
practices that at last he endeavoured 
to escape tho payment of some of his 
juit debts by secretly conveyiug his 
pj^pecty to bio son, little thinking that 
m» son would be so ungrateful to iiim 
as ha had been to his father.

Disputes and recrimiiialionR 
followed, until iiually tho sou ordi rod 
the father olf the promises and refused 
to contribute to his support. Tho upshot 
of the whole aSair ir that the grand- 
father is now reinstated in the old arm- 
chair in tho family circle, and will be 
tenderly ca/<3 '. lorduriug the r(-nii:iiiik't 
of his life, whdo iiis sou is employed 
as a farm labourer in a distant part of 
the country, ingratitude in every koo- 
ond generation is no doubt heredilnry 
in the'family, and it will be curious to 
Obserye.what the prc=i(-nt owner's son 
• will do' if he gf-ts a chance.

THE DRY DOCK. 

In foregoing articles wo liavo stated 
that the Province is uot iu a poBitiou to 
coDBtruct the drj-ilock from uuy of th" 
Bloudor Bourcoa of revemio now at its 
oommnncl, and that luxation is now na 
heavy as the people can bear. To increase 
taxation would be to place the last fea- 
ther on the camel's back and break the 
whole political fabric down. The scheme 
of the late Government (they never had a 
practicable 8oheme)'wa8 arranged exproati- 
ly to influence the el«ction8 of 1875, and 
aeonro the return of a sufficient number 
of pliant tools to the House to insure the 
Govorauiont a lease of power for another 
term of four years. Tender.sfor thocolVer- 
dam wore advertised for with a groat nour- 
ish of trumpets, and when the bids wore 
all in, and it was found tljat a local firm 
had borno olY the prizo, a period of nearly 
aix months elapsed while the local firm 
negotiated with a London firm for the sale 
of the contract. The then Qovernmont 
connived at'this delayj they even encour- 
aged and advised the sale of the contract. 
They did not in this case, as in the cn.so of 
other Govorumont contractors who failed 
to comply with the lorms of their agree- 
ment, enforce the penalty of forfeiture; 
but they assisted and, it may almost be 
said, conducted the negotiation;-;. When 
the London firm Lad been blml to the 
tune of a thousand or so and tho transfer 
had been made, another difficulty oroso. 
It was discovered that the plans called 
for the orootion of tho coflfordam on pri- 
■o'jlo property. It will scnvcely be believed 
by persons who have become accustomed 
to the orderly and systematic mode of 
transacting business by tho present Gov- 
erumout that a site had been selected, 
plans drawn and a contract actually 
given out before the site had been pur- 
chased. A wise Government would havo 
bought the land first and announced its 
selection as a drydock site afterwards. But 
the worthies of whom we writo first en- 
hanced the value of tho property by giv- 
ing out a contract for tho coJerdam, and 
then oxpeotod to buy it at a reduced rate 
aftorwardsl Of coursij tho owners claim- 
ed the enhanced price; and, equally of 
course, the arbitrators awarded u sum in 
excess of what the land would have been 
sold for had it not been increased in val- 
ue by the mere fact that it was wanted 
for the purposes of a drydock. Almost 
immediately siiccoediug the transfer of 
tho coiTordum contract tho Government 
who were responsible for the extraordina- 
ry muddle into which the affair had got, 
were driven from power, and the present 
Government took office. They found the 
country committed to the construction of 
a cofferdam on land that belouged to pri- 
vate individuals, and in iiosnession of 
which they were absolutely unable to 
place tho contractors. If they failed to 
purchase tho laud thei contract must full 
through, and tho contractors would come 
upon the Province for damages. There- 
fore, the only course open to them was to 
submit'tho value of tho land to arbitra- 
tion; which they did, and upon the award 
being made the land was bought and paid 
for. The present Government had no- 
thing whatever to do with the price paid 
for tho land. Its value was assessed by 
arbitrators, who were the appointees of 
the former Government. 

We have ventured to lay those indispu 
table facts respecting the cofferdam be- 
fore the country, bccaufce an effort lias 
been made and is being made to falsify 
the record. All that we have stated is 
suacaptible of tho most convincing proof 
on reference to official documents, which 
any reader who may bo anxious to satisfy 
himself may consult at the Government 
offices. With rosi)cct to tho drydock 
scheme of the late Government what was 
it? It rosted on a Lunns of XoU,OUU from 
the Imi)erial Government, to bo paid on 
completion, and the ijromise of an 
advance from the Canadian Gorernmont 
of £50,000; but before a single dollar's 
liability bad boon incurred on dock 
account the De(!osmos-Walkom Gov- 
ernment knew [vide Sessional Papor:i) 
that a misapprohunsiou existed as to the 
nature of the Canadian advance — tho Do 
minion Govonimont claiming it was iu 
tho nature of a loiui; tht.' I'rovincial Gov 
ernmont that it was iu tbo nature of the 
gift. Wo frankly admit thr.t tho weight 
of evidonco is in favor of tho Proviuci:il 
Government; but until the verdict Inul 
been rendered in their favor and the mon- 
ey deposited subject to their order, they 
had no right to incur any responsibility on 
drydock account until uftai; coiriultingthn 
House. W^hou they (lid coiJi(Mj(ifi),i; tho 
EoUHO it was Ui'lcr ilioy hud ;;p..'iit :t!H), 000 
or $iOU,UO!) for muclijuery, (."■uitiit, etc.; 
and they resorted to knavery and falsehood 
to induce the House to (.auction tho ex- 
penditure. We have said that that Gov- 
ernment never had a practicable schumu. 
The pnrchaKo of ceiiiunt ostabli.Hhe.'i lliu 
correctness of tho aiitiei-li(in. They stated 
that they inteudi'd to i-'ivo out tho work 
by contract, if ;iUoh were thuir intention, 
for whom did they purchase tho cement? 
Not tho contraotor-to-be, who would pro- 
bably have preferred to buy his own ce- 
ment. With us groat propriety they miffht 
havo purclia'-od a ;it(iii() (jiiarry 01 a tim- 
ber claim, lici'inis,' ritlu.T would )jo as 
UBoful in building a diydock as ceiuont. 
There is a mystery hanging over the pm- 
chase of tho cement whidi lias ni ver 
been cleared of.bnt which may uomo day 
bo wrenched from the tremblingli|):i of ox- 
mombors by a Committee (jf the iiouso.

A REVOLUTIOK HT SILVER MIN- 
HfQ. 



A revolution in the method of reducin 
silver ores is probabla through tho dis- 
covery of Prof. Mallett, a Colorado metal- 
lurgiet, who, by a cheap and simple pro- 
cosia, claims to prollLLddy work jres that 
have hitherto bei n eonsidorod worthless 
iu costing more to rodnco than they pro- 
duced. Tho professor can thus utilize 
ores assaying as low as five ounces a ton, 
and tho more cost of extracting the silver 
is leas thou §2 a ton. Heretofore, says 
the Oaiifornia Mail Bag, the erection of 
reduction works has been extremely cost- 
ly. An establishment capable of reduc- 
ing 10 tons of ore a day costing about 
830,000; 50 to 75 tons. §100,000 to $175,- 
000; but so little machinery is required 
for the Mallett process that §7,000 will 
construct works with a daily capacity of 
from 50 to 100 tons, and §25,000 will •ut- 
Ut; a mill capable of reducing 500 tons 
daily. The essential secret lies in a chemi- 
cal preparation with which the ores are 
saturated after being crushed. Tho pro- 
cess does av>'ay with roasting ores. It 
does awa}' with tho costly and woarisoiuo 
sorting of ores into various grades of 
richuesa. ^ In fact, the entire crevice of a 
mine 10 inches to 300 foot iu witlth can 
be crushed together — pay iUroak, gauge 
and all. Professor Mallett has already 
opened largo works iu Custar County, 
Colorado, and is practically demonstrat- 
ing his Bucceaa by buying live ounce ores 
and upward, whereas ores aBsayiug at 
least 30 ounces have previously only bean 
found profitable. Nine-tenths of the sil- 
ver ores of our mines, above 125 feet in 
deiDtb, writes a Colorado correspondent, 
carry only from 5 to S and iO ounces up 
to -15 ounces of silver to tho ton. In tho 
hope of reaching richer ores, such a» 
will i^ay to ship for reduction, there havo 
been wasted apparently from §200,001), 000 
to §300,000,000 in prosi)Ccting(rilv6r mines 
during tho last 20 years. The lowest tig- 
ures ropresenting tho co^ of sinking 
prospect-holes iu silvor-Iieariug diotriota 
is §u5, while thou?and.s of skafts ermines 
have been developed, costing as much as 
§250,000 each, whilo>.in humlreds §500,- 
000 have been expended and tho niiucs 
abandoned. Thus there aro vast quanti- 
ties of low grade ores already mined, scat- 
tered over tlio mining territories of tho 
United States awaiting tlie cheap transfor- 
mations of Professor Mallett's chemicals 
to yield billions worth of the silver 
dollars of the f uturs.

T'or roi; Ooi.oratiT — Your report of thoro- 
in:irkn larulo at tho ''J.'ougliis Momorial" 
mei.'tiug, anil i;iy position as surgeon to 
the Eoyal ilosjiital. Suggest to me that I 
may with propriety make somo remarks 
ou thi« subject. 

A proposition, I think, more worthy tho 
consideration of the public of tho Pro- 
vinco than any that was ofl'erod at the 
meeting is as folhjws: That tho present 
building known as the Eoyal iIo.spitaI, 
(thoroughly inadeiiuato, und untUted 
from its pc-iition, etc., for that jiurposo) 
be converted into a "Jlomo for fnrui'a- 
blos" and other indigent- piM';-.i>ii:i; ilnil Ilio 
Douglas Jileniorial take the form of al'ub- 
lie (l(iKpil;i.i, to ho iiairiod the "Dougliis 
Iloni)ital." A liuilahlc, site for the oroc- 
tion of Ibo samo would be ou Spring 
Ilidgo, about whore a building was put 
up a couide of years ago for a pest house 
(but never used for that purpose). Thio 
aito, already buhjiiging to tho city, is Huf- 
ficiontly largo to prociiule tho possibility 
of the i)ro])OB0il hospital being "built in" 
at any futuro perioil; a most important 
considorutiun.

that an addition to the present hospital is 
uulitted from its Bmallucas to fultiU the 
wishes of tho public. The other objec- 
tion to tho hospital project is that it would 
fail from being "local." Tho same may 
bo said .of allno.^t any form the momorial 
may take; tho decoration of Beacon Hill 
for infaUanco, a iiionumeut, latalue, or 
fountaio, Aa regards a scholarship, it is 
not Bufacdently tangible to tho general 
public, and many think the Province has 
alroady lieen moro than proportiouatoly 
burdomxl for educational piiipo.sos. Tho 
hosjiital, if looked at in a proper light, 
meets the sectional objeotion as ranch as 
anything elso would, from the fact that 
tho majority of the patients admitted 
come from the outlying parts of the Pro- 
vince, Cariboo, Now Weetminster, Nanai- 
mo, etc. 'Tho Public Hospital of the 
chief city of a place is for obvious roasona 
resorted to by tho inhabitants of the sur- 
rounding districts, aud is essentially a 
Provincial institution. 

Amongst tho reasons which may ba 
urged for the adoption of this aohema is 
the fact that while wo have creditable 
buildings for our Public Schools, Asy- 
lum, Poniteutiary, etc., wo havo none 
worthy of tho name of Public Hospital. 
Again, nothing mora gonoraUy usoful 
could woU bo found. It offers something 
definite for which subscriptions can bo 
selioited. The benefits aooruing wonU 
bo continuous. It would afford anappro- 
priato nnd lasting memorial of tha deceas- 
Ivuight, ono which would alwayu bo 
projont to tha public isyo; it would, no 
doubt, havo met tho approval of tho do- 
ceasod, and will moot what all will admit 
constitutes a great and urgent public 
want. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, I hopo your 
own and other jions more able than mine 
will cake u)) this matter, which, I think, 
ha-j only to be properly placad before 
tho public lo bo ronlily and oheorfully 
oiidor«od.

4,000 killed and 8,000 wounded in to-day'a 
battle. 

Athens, Sept. 21. — Tho Grook foraign 
office announces that on 19th inst. 2,000 
Baihi Bazouks attacked the Greek con.su- 
late and Larissa and were repulsed by tlio 
consular guards. Orooco has addressed 
remountaiiccs to the I'orto ou tho subjact. 
The niiuistori.il qusstiou is now being 
settled. Tho raiuinter.s have agreed to 
withdraw thoir rcsigiiatioBt. The posi- 
tiou of president of the council made va- 
cant by the death of Canariswill not be 
allotted to any of tho present ministers. 

London, Sept. 21. — A corrospondont 
telegraphs from Itussian headquarters as 
follows: — Tho feeling hare is not so 
gloomy as I expected. Military mon ac- 
knowledge that they havo been beaten, 
but as much by their own errors as by tho 
bravery of the Tarks. There is not the 
:li;iiilcot sign of hesitation or weakening 
of tho d'ilenninatioii to fight itout. Every- 
body ferls that it is a deatli struggle, 
and tha liiul succesaful issuo is nut doubt- 
ad for an iii.'it.'iut. Jivory preparation is 
being mado for a winter ciunpaigu. The 
military railway from Ciiurgevo to Sim- 
uitza is to bo coustructod, whioh, it is 
hoped, will be ready by the end of Octo- 
ber. Ste.im ii;e-boats have been ordered 
in view of tho freo/.mg of tho Danubo. 

London, Sept. 21 — A Buoharnat .ipocial 
say.s Gen ToiUcbon will imracdip.toly pro- 
ceeil to inspect tlio Plevna positiou. 

A special from Athons says the Port? 
sent four thousand irregular troops into 
Thossaly, whore thoy are sackiug the 
country and outraging tho inhabitants. 
Tho Circassiau.s have also boon sent into 
Macedonia in violation of rcpoatod pro- 
mises. 

Tho 'J'elc<jraph\-i Pera correspondent says 
a telegram just received at tho War Of- 
Qco from Mehomet Ali annouuces that 
serious fighting began to-day (l''ridi\y). 
Tho Turks were advancing slcailily v^hen 
tho mossago left Shumla this rnurning. 
No other ])aper has anything touching tire 
reported battle, although several have 
correnpoiidonts both with tho Czarevitch 
anil 7.Iehoniel All.

Tho Eusbo-Eoumaniaus oociipies a line 
extending from Gravitza to Tatatchiuotza 
at Qravitza. The Bonmaaians have ad- 
vanced by sap to within 250 yards of tho 
necond redoubt, which will probably full 
ill a few d:i.ys. Utirther to tho loft from 
Oavitza stand Krudever's corps, which has 
boon rGiuforcod since tho battle by part* 
of two divisioue from Ivussia. Next standii 
Zotoll"'s corps, I'oarfully reduced in num- 
borB, the battalions being brought down 
to 300 mon. On the oitromo loft, near 
Tahudiin/a, is !\fcr(!linskip's dotaehmont, 
namely, tho 2ii(l division of the -ith riilo 
l)rij;aiie — tho latter diliiiui.'ilieil from four 
to two weak baltaliun.s. Ibu'oaro also the 
rnninins oi Skobeloir's dolaolinient. The 
spirit aud tcmi»or of tho Eussian soldiers 
is admirable. Tho Eussians havo uii- 
wards of ;!',!() gnus and aro constantly fir- 
ing on the 'I'lirliiiih works, which scarcely 
ever reply. It is said tlio a;iiiminif i<jn of 
tho Turks is failing, but llioro aro no 
means of verifying this. They walk about 
thoir redoubts most nnooncornedly. Tho 
Kus-Tiun-s arosf 1 oiiglv eiiti'oiielied all along 
then- friiul with lihnltei- Irenches, ride pits 
aud redoubts. Twelve tt? sixtoea regi- 



ments of Russian and Roumanian cavalry 
are hovering about tho Sotia road to im- 
pede, if thoy don't wholly stop, com- 
munication. 'Tho Turks ars calculated by 
comiiotent judges at from 00,000 to 80,- 
000 strong, with about IdO guns, none of 
whioh are apparently very heavy. The 
capture of Plevna is an afTair of time and 
trench worlc. When tho reinforcomentH 
\»'Iiicli are coiuini; up arrived it ought to 
fall easily. Tlie Tiirk.s havo refused Gen. 
ZiitolT leavo (o bury his dead, which lia 
within oOO yards of the Russian position 
and must breed disease. 

A dispatch from Bnohareat says 'from 
tho number of oflice.'-s arriving hero from 
Plovua on short furlough it would appear 
that tho Eusniaus do not contemplate any 
important itrocoedings thero during tho 
next woek ov ten days. 

BuoiiAicusT, Sept. 21. — A corrospondont 
telegraphing Thursday says ic is ooufe.'saod 
that the Russian position in Sohipka Pass 
ia prooanouB, both because of the force 
threatening it and of iiujionding trouble 
to communications. It is estimated r.t 
Eussian headquarters that the Turlcs lost 
2,000 uion in tho late attempt to capture 
Fort St, Nicholas. 

BucuAUKST, Sept. 20. — Tho lirst division 
of the Russian guards having passed 
through Roumania. The passage of the 
second division has commenced. 

C0N.STANTINOPLE, Sept. 20. — It is stated 
in well iuformod circles that tho I'orto 
will not aooept mediation while a single 
Eussian suldior remains on Tui-kisli ;,iiil, 
nor will it eou.sout to an armistico unless 
tho ijasis of subsequent neaco proposals 
are at tho same time defined. 

Chofket Pasha, commanding tho reliev- 
ing force at (^rchauie, has communicated 
with Osman Pasha. The revictualing of 
Plevna is thoroforo expected very shortly. 

A eorrospondeiit who was I'irosont id; 
nml roported the battle of Plovua, tolo- 
graphiug from Bucharest under date of 
the 17th, takes a most despairing view of 
tha Russian prospects. He sayi thoy woro 
definitely thwarted and finally jmralizod 
on the 11th, when thoy lost twenty thous- 
and men. Tho Eussian medical staQ' is 
ovorwholmod and great numbers of 
wonudod are literally rotting and fester- 
ing, being uncared for. Aa for the Rou- 
manian army its surgical arrangements 
are utterly inadequate. Surgeons make 
no ooncealmont of tho fact that tho wound- 
ed man's time for being looked at comes 
on an avorago two days after ho has been 
Btruck. The correspondent doubts wheth- 
er tho attack on Plevna cau succeed even 
after tha arrival of the guard; in spite of 
Btroug Russian sympathies he thinks that 
the Turks surpass the Rnasiana both as 
private soldiers and generals. 

Midniglit Dispatcli. 

EUROPE. • 
CnioAoo, Sept. 22. — A Loudon special 
says fighting begun between the forces of 
M6hemit AJi and the Ozarowiteh near 
Biela. Turkish forces came up with Rus- 
sisii outposts on Thursday. Some skirm- 
ialiing took place, followed by a moro 
serious conflict on Friday, resulting in a 
loss to the Russians of 5,000 men and to 
the Turks of 6,000. Both sides claim the 
victory. 

GoNSTANTixoPLE, Sept 22. — Further 
iutelligonco concerning Mehomit All's 
victory yesterday state-s ho attacked the 
Eussiau popition-s beyond Banicka Lorn. 
The liussiaus were entrenched in a vil- 
lage along tha river. No oflicial dispatch 
from Mehomit Ali is yet publibhed. 

Paius, Sept. 22. — Gametta's appeal that 
tho tribunal that coiuh^mneii him was iu- 
eompotent was rejected and the Kentu-uco 
pronounciid at the first trial was conlirmed. 

London, Sept. 22.— Steamship Diego, 
from Now York, Sept. 1st, for Liverpool, 
was burned at sea on tho eighth inst. in 
lat. 46 north. OflScers and crew saved.
